Young woman 
dies in stabbing 


O There appears to have been between 25 and 30 people at a party where an 
altercation occurred, and witnesses are asked to come forward: Police spokeswoman 


A 19-year old woman was stabbed to death 
outside her sister’s apartment building on 
Saturday night. 

Halifax Regional Police were called to a 
building located at 117 Pinecrest Dr. 
known as “the Richelieu” at 11:20 p.m. Sat¬ 
urday. When they arrived, they found a 
woman lying on the floor inside the build¬ 
ing’s front doors. She was pronounced 
dead on the scene. 

According to police spokeswoman 
Theresa Rath, officers believe the woman, 


“We do believe there were a 
number of people who 
probably saw what 
happened, and we’re asking 
them to come forward.”

who has not been identified, was attending 
a party at her 32-year-old sister’s apart¬ 
ment. A fight broke out, spilling onto the 
lawn, and resulted in the stabbing of both 


the woman and her sister. 

The sister was treated in hospital and re¬ 
leased. 

Rath said police are looking for a darlc- 
coloured Mercedes Benz with the licence 
plate EJB 986. Rath said the plate is not as¬ 
sociated with any vehicle but could not 
elaborate. 

Police are also looking for Mason Brent 
Ardell Borden, 21, of Dartmouth. Borden is 
known to police and they believe he could 
be related to the vehicle, ©alexboutilier

Pickup truck hits 
bus in whiteout

Three people were admit¬ 
ted to hospital Saturday 
following a collision be¬ 
tween a pickup truck and 
a small bus near Lake 
Echo, N.S. 

The crash, in blizzard- 
lilce conditions on High¬ 
way 107, initially sent 10 
people to the emergency 
room. 

RCMP said the driver of 
the pickup, which was 
towing a small trailer, es¬ 


caped from the heavily 
damaged vehicle just be¬ 
fore it burst into flames.

O Congress member Gabrielle Giffords fights for life in hospital 


The attempted assassina¬ 
tion of an Arizona Democ¬ 
rat who backed Barack 
Obama’s health-care over¬ 
haul and opposed her 
state’s controversial illegal 
immigration crackdown 
has ignited debate about 
the toxic rhetoric plaguing 
the nation’s political dis¬ 
course. 

U.S. Congresswoman 
Gabrielle Giffords was 
fighting for her life yester¬ 
day in a Tuscon hospital, 
but expected to survive af¬ 
ter she was shot in the 
head at point-blank range 
a day earlier while meet¬ 
ing with constituents out¬ 
side a groceiy store. 

She was the primaiy tar¬ 
get of a 22-year-old suspect 
now in custody; six others, 
including a federal judge 
and a nine-year-old girl 
who was born on Sept. 11, 



2001, were killed. Another 
suspect was being sought 
Sunday by the FBI. 

In the hours following 
the shooting, a disturbing 
array of information 
emerged about Jared Lee 
Loughner, a self-described 
Adolf Hitler fan with a 
loathing of government. 
Revelations that he was a 


“political radical” angry at 
government resulted in al¬ 
most immediate political 
ramifications. 

Leading congressional 
Republicans said they 
would postpone plans to 
vote on repealing Obama’s 
health-care legislation this 
week in Congress. The 
website of Sarah Palin’s ac¬ 
tion committee also re¬ 
moved a map of the U.S. 
that featured Giffords’ con¬ 
gressional district, along 
with several others, placed 
under crosshairs. 

Giffords personally 
complained last year about 
the map, and Palin, known 
for her “don’t retreat, re¬ 
load” slogan. 

Giffords’ support of so- 
called Obamacare made 
her a popular target of 
Palin and Tea Party mem¬ 
bers.

Baffinland Iron Mines 
takeover deadlocked 


The standoff between the 
world’s largest steelmaker 
and a private equity fund 
over Baffinland Iron Mines 
Corp. appears headed for a 
stalemate. 

A takeover offer by 
ArcelorMittal was set to ex¬ 
pire at midnight tonight, 
but whether the company 
was going to receive 
enough shares to cement 
its bid was unclear. 

And that’s just fine for 
former Baffinland chief ex¬ 
ecutive Gordon McCreary, 
who welcomes any delay 
as he works to put togeth¬ 
er a third option with an 
unidentified Chinese firm. 

“Time is my biggest ene¬ 
my in terms of trying to at¬ 
tract the Chinese to move 
on this,” says McCreary, 
who is expected to head to 
China this week to talk to 
his potential investor. 

McCreaiy, who stepped

The two current poten¬ 
tial buyers are fighting to 
control Baffinland’s Mary 
River project on northern 
Baffin Island, about 1,000 
kilometres northwest of 
Iqaluit. It contains 865 mil¬ 
lion tonnes of iron ore re¬ 
serves in three deposits. In 
exploration this year, 
Baffinland identified six 
other potential deposits. 

Jennings Capital analyst 
Peter Campbell said the 
Chinese don’t like bidding 
wars. 

“The Chinese don’t like 
to pay expensive prices 
and this is starting to get a 
little expensive and also 
the Chinese tend to react a 
little more slowly,” he said.

Around four million 
Southern Sudanese 
voters have begun 
casting their ballots in a 
weeklong referendum on 
independence expected 
to split Africa’s largest na¬ 
tion in two. 

South Sudan President 
Salva Kiir called the vote 
a “historic moment” as 
he cast his vote in front 
of a cheering crowd of 
hundreds of Sudanese 
voters lined up in front of 
the polling station, along 
with actor and Sudan ac¬ 
tivist George Clooney and 
U.S. Sen. John Kerry. 

The oil-rich, mainly 
Christian south is widely 
expected to secede from 
the mainly Muslim north. 
The north has promised 
to let the south go peace¬ 


fully if it votes to secede. 

The referendum is 
part of a 2005 peace deal 
that ended a two-decade 
civil war in which over 
two million died. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama said yesterday the 
world is watching. 

Writing in The New 
York Times, Obama said 
that not every generation 
has the opportunity to 
“turn the page on the 
past and write a new 
chapter in history.” 

“Yet today after 50 
years of civil wars that 
have killed two million 
people and turned 
millions more into 
refugees this is the oppor¬ 
tunity before the people 
of southern Sudan,” he

In its traditional year-end 
orgy of page-filling lists of 
accomplished Canadians — 
young, old, corporate, liter¬ 
ary — the Globe and Mail 
named Peter Munk, 83- 
year-old chair of "multina¬ 
tional mining giant” 

Barrick Gold Corp., a finalist 
in its nation-builder catego¬ 
ry. 

T hough born into a 
well-to-do Budapest 
Jewish family in 1927, 
the Nazi occupation 
wiped out the Munk 
fortune. Refugee Peter 
eventually ended up at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, where he 
studied electrical engineering 
and launched his business career 
in the 1950s. 


The Globe said it chose Munk 
for using his personal fortune 
“to support Canada’s role on the 
world stage by focusing his phi¬ 
lanthropy on edu¬ 
cation and health 
care.” 

“It is your obliga¬ 
tion to give back as 
much as you have 
taken from a coun¬ 
try,” Munk said — 
though not, it 
should be said, 
from the Canada he 
had helped to 
build, or even 
about that part of 
Canada from which he had taken 
much. 

Speaking from his winter 
home in Switzerland, Munk ex¬ 
plained: “I’ve made some money 
and I wish to give it back.” 

He has. 


Last year, he gave $35 million 
— the U of T’s largest ever indi¬ 
vidual donation — to expand its 
Munk School of Global Affairs, 
which an earlier 
Munk gift helped 
establish. His 
name — and gen¬ 
erosity — also 
graces the Peter 
Munk Cardiac 
Centre at 
Toronto’s Univer¬ 
sity Health 
Network. 

Intriguingly, 
the Globe’s gush¬ 
ing profile makes 
only glancing reference to one of 
Munlc’s formative business expe¬ 
riences, Clairtone Sound Corp. — 
an experience for which Nova 
Scotia taxpayers paid dearly. 

In 1958 —with $6,000 — 
Munk started a small, innovative 


Toronto-based hi-fi manufacturer 
called Clairtone. Its success 
prompted Nova Scotia’s industry- 
parched Stanfield government to 
lure the company here with 
grants and incentives. The dream 
— to sell to the world. 

The dream fizzled. By the time 
the nightmare ended, Clairtone 
had saddled Nova Scotia taxpay¬ 
ers with $20 million in debt. 

Peter Munk? Well, we know 
he learned some lessons, which 
he clearly applied elsewhere. 
While he has never forgotten 
Toronto, Munk appears to have 
long since wiped Nova Scotia 
from his memoiy — and philan¬ 
thropy — map. 

Pity. 

Pity, too, that Nova Scotia has 
never learned its Clairtone 
lesson. 

We’re still a sucker for some¬ 
one else’s dream.

Falling behind

A new study ranks Canada 
dead last in an internation¬ 
al comparison of freedom 
of information laws — a 
hard fall after many years 
being judged a global mod¬ 
el in openness. 

The study by a pair of 
British academics looked at 
the effectiveness of 
freedom of information 
laws in five parliamentaiy 
democracies: Australia, 
New Zealand, Ireland, the 
United Kingdom and Cana¬ 
da. New Zealand placed 
first and Canada last. 

The authors criticized 
Canadian FOI law as an an¬ 
tiquated system that gener¬ 
ally prevents citizens from 
filing requests electronical¬ 
ly and compels them to 


submit paper cheques to 
cover fees. 

As freedom of informa¬ 
tion came to be regarded 
as a building block of mod¬ 
ern governance, countries 
around the globe would of¬ 
ten seek Canada’s advice 
on how to implement such 
legislation. But today, with 
more than 70 countries on 
the FOI bandwagon, Cana¬ 
da has become a laggard — 


and, paradoxically, an occa¬ 
sional source of advice on 
how not to implement 
freedom of information, 
says Canada’s information 
commissioner Suzanne 
Legault. 

“I’m not surprised that 
they ranked Canada last,” 
she said of the latest study. 
“We were seen as the lead¬ 
ers... We have fallen 
behind.” the Canadian press

O TV show about the Kennedy 
family won’t air on History channel 
O Eight-part series starring Katie 
Holmes faced major backlash 


After the History channel 
said it would not air a con¬ 
troversial miniseries on the 
Kennedy family, producers 
were already seeking an¬ 
other television home. 

The Showtime pay cable 
network has been ap¬ 
proached to air the eight- 
part series, a spokesman 
said on Saturday. Eight 
years ago, Showtime aired 
a movie about President 
Reagan that CBS had made 
but decided not to broad¬ 
cast when it faced pressure 
from some of that former 
president’s family. 

Showtime won’t make a 
decision about the 
Kennedy miniseries until 
its executives have a 
chance to see it, 
spokesman Richard Licata 
said. 

The multi-million dollar 
miniseries, which stars 
Greg Kinnear and Katie 
Holmes as John and Jackie 
Kennedy, was History’s 
most expensive project 
ever. But the network is¬ 
sued a statement late Fri¬ 
day saying that after 
watching the finished prod¬ 
uct, “we have concluded 
this dramatic interpreta¬ 
tion is not a fit for the His¬ 
tory brand.” 

Producers have sold the 
rights to air the series in 
other countries, including 
Canada. 

The producers, Muse En¬ 
tertainment and Asylum, 
said in a statement they 
were confident television 
viewers in the U.S. would

We’ve all heard of our car¬ 
bon footprint — the meas¬ 
ure of how much C0 2 is 
emitted into the atmos¬ 
phere due to our daily 
lifestyle. But what about 
our water footprint? Many 
industries have been talk¬ 
ing about how to conserve 
water, and are doing it just 
in the nick of time: The UN 
predicts that two-thirds of 
us will experience water 
shortages by 2025. 

At home, we have a wa¬ 
ter meter, which records 
only a small fraction of a 
country’s usage. The rest — 
used in industries — re¬ 
mains a bit of a mystery, a 
concept known as “embed¬ 


ded water.” 

Unfortunately, scientists 
don’t yet have a standard¬ 
ized way to measure the im¬ 
pact of this embedded 
water. Unlike carbon, some 
uses of water are much 
more destructive than oth¬ 
ers. There’s a big difference 
between a factory using wa¬ 
ter for cooling and one that 
mixes toxic chemicals with 
water. The key issue is what 
we do with it. California’s 
Pacific Gas & Electric was re¬ 
cently ordered to do more 
tests on water they had con¬ 
taminated in a scandal 
dramatized in the movie 
Erin Broclcovich.

I’d never heard of 
anyone recycling a 
child’s car seat be¬ 
fore. And after a few 
inquiries I now 
understand why. It’s near 
impossible. 

The City of 

Edmonton’s “Wasteman” 
informed me that child 
seats aren’t recyclable be¬ 
cause they contain too 
many types of materials 
— plastic, metal and 
cloth. However, one lead 


uncovered a recycler in 
Alberta called Kidseat Re¬ 
cyclers that accepts 
expired car seats. The bad 
news (for you) is that 
they’re in Calgaiy. I’d sug¬ 
gest getting in touch with 
Kidseat Recyclers to find 
out if they do collections 
outside of Calgary, or if 
they know of any 
businesses planning to 
expand this service. 

Calgaiy residents can 
visit kidseatrecyclers.ca 
for more information 
about recycling expired 
seats at various Round-Up 
Clinics or Inspection Clin¬ 


ics. Kidseat charges a re¬ 
cycling fee of $7 per car 
seat and an additional $2 
for the base. You must al¬ 
so remove all fabric, foam 
and webbing. 

Also, the Recycling 
Council of B.C. (604-RECY- 
CLE) suggested Pacific 
Mobile Depots pacificmo- 
biledepots.com, which 
sets up a depot in Vancou¬ 
ver, North Vancouver and 
Coquitlam every third 
Saturday of the month 
from 9 a.m. until noon.

Bottled water is one of the 
great inventions of our 
time. Very useful when 
travelling to a remote 
place, when jogging or hik¬ 
ing. We buy it eveiyday, 
without noticing; almost 
like a cup of coffee. 

But do we need to use it 
when we have good and 
cheap tap water at home 
or at the office? Experts 
say we don’t. A multimil¬ 
lion dollar market is gener¬ 
ated by bottling and 
selling water, while the 
global rate of consumption 
rose by 5.6 per cent in 
2008. In the European 
Union, the post-consumer 
PET recycling rate is con¬ 
tinuously increasing and 
now stands at 41 per cent 
(2008), says the European 
Federation of Bottled Wa¬ 
ters (EFBW). 

But this means that 
most packages are not re¬ 
cycled. The EFBW states: 
“It is encouraging that re¬ 
cycling rates are increasing 
but there is still much 
more that individuals can 
do. For each packaging 
type, be it glass or PET, the 
environmental impact is 
being reduced by redesign¬

ing the bottles so that they 
contain less material.” 

Still, environment asso¬ 
ciations and experts are 
strongly against the use of 
bottled water, especially in 
countries where tap water 
is of good quality. Pacific 
Institute President Peter 
Gleiclc’s new book, Bottled 
and Sold, shows how water 
went from being a free 
natural resource to one of 
the most successful com¬ 
mercial products of the 
last 100 years. 

“Every second of every 
day in the United States, a 
thousand people buy a 
plastic bottle of water, and 
every second of every day a 
thousand more throw one 
of those bottles away,” un¬ 
derlines Gleiclc. 

Consumer associations 
suggest: If you need to car¬ 
ry water with you, use 
your own refilling contain¬ 
er with tap water or keep a 
large bottled water at 
home for those needs.
